missioner Graham L. Rice yesterday 
transmitted to the Freight bureau of 
the Chamber of Commerce a copy 'of the 
decision on the complaints of rate dis- 
crimination filer] against the Chicago & 
Northwestern and Chicago, Milwaukee. 
& St. Paul railroads. The commission- 
er's decision comprises two orders, one 
directed to. the Milwaukee and the other 
to .the Northwestern railroad, in which 
the companies are told to reduce their 
tariffs. 


The charges of the unreasonableness 


and of discrimination in favor of Chi- 
cago are therefore 
sustained.

schedule of rates, however, 'which the 
companies are ordered to enforce, do 
not fully meet the demands of the Mil- 
waukeee shippers. It is said, that, if 
complied with, the lepoit means a sav 
ing of $5 to 815 a car in shipping to 
Milwaukee,

Their Forces, Under Gen. Lucfn Meyer, 


Have Seized the Railway Hue 
South 


of Ladysmith—Hope to Bring Great 
Britain to- Terms. 


Paris, Nov. 3.—The London corre- 


spondent of .the-Liberte says that the 
Boers in strong .force, under Gen. Lu- 
cas Meyer; are occupying the town of 
Colenso, .twenty -miles south of Lady- 
sm'ith, thus completely investing the 
latter place.

Meyer, according to the corre- 


spondent, now holds the railway from 
Ladysmith '°to Pietermaritzburg and 
'Durban.

Meyer took part in Monday's battle, 
1)ut continued his flanking movement 
until he reached Colenso.V.

3.—Ladysmith was 


again shelled yesterday,.according to 
an official* dispatch issued by the war 
office. The bulletin does not make the 
statement in so many words, !but it 
states that Lieut. Egerton of the Pow- 
erful was hit by a shell and danger- 
ously wounded, so-it is considered /juite 
probable that the Boers not only 
shelled White's position yesterday but 
have been shelling it persistently for 
several days. The only surprising 
thing is that more • British casualties

the wires between Ladysmith 
and 


Pietermaritzburg were cut some time 
on Wednesday. The exact point where
